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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 
1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-18, drawn to a filter media, classified in class 210, subclass 488. 

II. Claims 19-27, drawn to a method of manufacturing a filter media, classified in 
class 156, subclass 62.6. 

• Claims 28-44 link inventions I and II. The restriction requirement between the linked 
inventions is subject to the nonallowance of the linking claims 28-44. Upon the allowance of the 
linking claims, the restriction requirement as to the linked inventions shall be withdrawn and any 
claims depending from or otherwise including all the limitations of the allowable linking claims 
will be entitled to examination in the instant application. Applicants are advised that if any such 
claims depending from or including all the limitations of the allowable linking claims is/are 
presented in a continuation or divisional application, the claims of the continuation or divisional 
application may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting 
rejections over the claims of the instant application. Where a restriction requirement is 
withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are no longer applicable. In re Ziegler, 44 F.2d 
1211, 1215, 170USPQ 129, 131-32 (CCPA 1971). See also MPEP § 804.01. 

Inventions I and II are related as process of making and product made. The inventions are 
distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as claimed can be 
used to make other and materially different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be 
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made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the 
filter media of Invention I does not require the step of collecting a measured weight of fibers in a 
mixer-blender zone of Invention II. 

2. Restriction for examination purposes is proper because of the reasons given above and 
also because (i) they have acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different 
classification, (ii) the search required for the respective groups is not necessarily required by 
each of the other groups, and (iii) their subject matter is recognized as divergent. 

3. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an 
election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 CFR 
1.143). 

Examiner Notes 

4. The examiner notes the following: 

• Applicant has amended the claims to define porosity as "the ratio of pore volume to the total 
volume of media" (the volume of all the layers); however, page 14, line 14 indicated by the 
applicant (page 2 of the amendment filed 10-14-2002) defines porosity as "the ratio of pore 
volume to the total volume of the medium" (the volume of a single layer) 1 . The only place in the 
specification where the definition of porosity includes the total volume of media is the last 
paragraph of page 1 1 which is used only to explain the difference between the predicted and 



1 Notice that the formulas on page 14 have a separate porosity value "e" for each layer. 
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experimental average pore size values of the media. It is further noted that some of the claims 
(e.g. claims 18 and 27) now include two different definitions for porosity. 

• In the methods for manufacturing the multi-layered filter media (e.g. claim 19), applicant 
includes the step of collecting a first independent measured thickness weight of chopped fibers in 
a mixer-blender zone, wherein the chopped fibers having a selected denier and pore size. 
However, it is unclear how the loose fibers of the mixer-blender zone can have a pore size before 
the fibers have been processed and bonded together into a medium (or media) layer in the 
subsequent carding, heating, and calendaring zones (as shown in figures 1 A and IB).
